Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examinations  of  ^vater  are  carried 
out  by  the  Cli;iical  Research  association  Ltd.,  Hilton’s  Annexe, 
Haywards  Heath. 

The  practice  of  sending  iliilk  samples  to  the  Bacteriological 
Department  attached  to  the  Guild.ford  Hospital  has  been  continued. 

The  Caraberv/ell  Research  Laboratories  deal  with  the  examination 
of  swabs  and  other  clinical  material* 

Ambulance  Facilities  ~ Road  Aociden'bs  and  Ron-Infectious  Cases. 

The  Local  Authority  has  its  own  Austin  Motor  Ambulance  and 
employs  its  own  driver.  The  Ambulance  is  garaged  at  the  Council 
Depot,  and  is  on  call  day  and  night. 

One  of  the  Council’s  Chrysler  cars  has  been  converted  into 
an  Ambulance.  This  can  take  one  stretcher  case  and  one  sitting 
case,  and  has  proved  very  useful  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  inabulance 
proper. 

487  journeys  vrore  made  during  the  year  and  the  scheme  has 
proved  satisfactory. 

Infectious  Cases. 

The  pttershaw  Joint  Hospital  Board  are  responsible  for  this 
service  .-and  use  their  own  ilmbulance. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nursing  Associations  provide  six  fully  trained 
and  very  efficient  Nursus  who  spend  all  their  time  visiting 
patients  in  the  district.  V/hen  cases  of  serious  illness  have  .to 
be  nursed  at  home,  the  Local  Authority  provides,  in  necessitous 
circumstances,  extra  nursing  help. 

Midwives . - . 

These  six  Nurses  are  part-time  Midwives  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  1936,  and  work  under  the  regulations  of  the  County  Council.
